The completion of phase one in- 
cluded the opening of the playground 
and baseball fields. 

Antidch Township supervisor Steve 
Smouse said phase one cost $1.1 million. 

"We've got three more phases," 
Larson said. "You can figure that [with] 
the cost of those, we're talking a $3.5 
million field when it's completed."

To the Editor: 

The local public health admin- 
istrators of the Northern Illinois 
Public Health Consortium, a . 
membership organization com- 
prised of the local health depart- 
ments of the City of Chicago and

In order to hear the cry, we 
must build a better system, to .

clinical crisis intervention, clini- 
cal suicide intervention, arid ■'.."" ; 
linkage to respective treatment 
services should be available in: 
all public schools, A network of 
interrelated services in the 



schools can give kids a chance 
to talk-it-out before they aet-it- 
out. 

Understanding the signs.of po- 
tential youth violence is neces- 
sary in order to prevent future 
tragedies, These include Wit- 
nessing violence, access to a 
firearm, disrespectful opinion of 
parents, disrespectful ideologies 
about others, and threatening 7} 
behavior, Recognizing the signs 
and signifiers of youth violence 
toward oneself .includes sudden 
behavior problems, changes in 
friends, association with sub- 
stance abusers, stealing, secre- 
tive behavior and depression, 
The red flags are there. It is 
time to build a system that can 
recognize them, and act before 

. tragedy strikes again. Teens and 
young adults who exhibit "red 
flag" behavior need to be re- 
ferred to a system of services 

/ that will provide a healing envi-i 
ronmeht and give the youth a 
voice to explain the pain he or 
she is feeling. 

Let. us also be clear about the 
need to avoid stigmatization of , 
mental health illness. Mental 
health illnesses should be 
treated as one would seek med- 
ical care for a disease affecting 
the heart or the kidneys.

Is if progress when a com- 
munity gets a big-box store and 
looses at least a half dozen, 
often family-operated, small 
stores? I read recently that 
Antioch lost two long-time 
hardware stores, an aftermath 
of the big-box invasion. 

When I listen to some of the 
arguments on the County 
Board, there are still s6me" who 
want more growth here to 'com- 
pete with the insurgence of 
growth in southern Wisconsin. 

To them, I would say there's 
not too much room left in Lake 
County for large-scale growth 
after the past decades of 
growth that permanently re- 
shaped the county's landscape. 
We've since slowed down. In 
the last seven years, the

county's population rose by 
only 10 percent, or about 66,000 
people, and I guess that some 
would call that stagnant. 

Recently, I read that Kendall 
County, southwest of Chicago, 
was named the fastest growing 
county in the country since 
1990, In that period, Kendall 
grew by almost 80 percent to 
42,000 people, no longer the 
very rural county for umpteen 
years. 

Naturally, public officials 
are boasting of their growth 
expansion as progress. I 
haven't heard their No, 1 citi- 
zen, retired U S. Speaker 
Dennis Haste rt, join in that 
chorus. 

It's natural that Lake and 



DuPage counties will not grow 
as fast in the near future. Their 
major growth is behind them 
and their challenge is to man- 
age the growth that they expe- 
rienced in a sensible, smart 
way to ensure quality of life for 
their citizens. 

Kendall County will find 
out, as the larger counties 
found, that the "grass isn't al- 
way s greener on the other 
side." More bluntly they might 
wish some day that they hadn't 
traded their green grasses for 
asphalt andconcrete. 

Someone once described to . 
me what came with growth, He- 
said that there are too many 
people in too many cars driv- 
ing too fast on too crowded 
roads to go nowhere. And 
there's a limit on how many 
highways we can build. ■ 

Also, the politicians aren't 
always right when they equate 
growth with tax advantages. 
Tell that to the taxpayers, 
many on fixed incomes, who - 
find that their property taxes 



have increased. New taxes are 
needed for burgeoning schools 
and for infrastructure costs 
like roads, bridges and sewers, 
as well as more police and fire 
protection. 

How fast is too fast when it 
comes to growth? I did no ■ 
analysis of; Kendall, but com- 
mon sense tells me th&t devel- 
opers there- have been no differ- 
ent than elsewhere, using sub- 
prime interest financing to 
lure housing sales. Do we call it 
progress if land development 
leads to large scale foreclo- ,, ■ £ 
sures and empty boafded-up ' 
houses in prime areas. Plus ' " . 
what has that done to our over- 
all economy? 

Helter-skelter, rapid, greed- 
driven growth hasn't brought 
progress or quality of life to 
our communities. It cannot be 
progress until it is smart 
growth, not fast, uncontrolled 
growth. •

In 2008, the notion of spending a week without surf- 
ing the Web, playing a video game or watching your 
favorite reality show might seem preposterous. 

This weekend, that's exactly what one national or- 
ganization is hoping folks will do. The Center for 
SCREEN-TIME Awareness is launching its annual 
"Turnoff Week" to encourage healthier alter na- 
ives to watching TV and using other electronic 
media gadgets. The week runs through April 
27. . " 

Although the campaign, now in its 14th 
year, originally was dubbed TV Turnoff 
Week, the word "TV" has now been 
dropped from the title. These days, 
staring at a screen for hours on end 
goes way beyond television, Said 
Robert Kesten, executive director 
for the Center for SCREEN-TIME 
Awareness. 

"Twenty years ago, television 
was the key element in people's 
real use of personal electronic 
media," Kesten said. "That has 
changed dramatically, and con- 
tinues to'change'as more devices 
are created and more people are 
financially in reach of those de- 
vices." 

Kesten, whose organization is 
based in Washington, D.C.j. said' 
technology offers numerous bene- 
fits such as staying in touch through 
e-mail and doing research online. 
Television allows us to see and learn* 
about places, people and issues outside 
our everyday lives. But top much time in 
front of screens can lead to obesity and 
- other health problems, as well as psycho- 
logical issues, Kesten said. 
"We're looking for things that fulfill our 
needs and if our needs are notbeing met in the 
real world, we'll try to find substitutes in the virtual 
world," Kesten said. "The idea that children will spend 
as much time as allowed playing with Webkinz didn't 
exist before. Instead of encouraging children to play 
with other children, or go outside and ride a bicycle, 
we're allowing them to become solitary and sedentary 
individuals,"'" '"■ '."*. ■; 

, School-age children should spend no more than one 
to two hours a day in front a screen, said Dr. Bob ; ■ 
Belter, a pediatrician. For children who are over- 
weight, health experts recommend no more than one 
hour a day in front of a screen, Belter said. Babies and 
toddlers shouldn't have any TV time. 

"It's a concern to pediatricians as well as a public 
health issue," Belter said. "The rate of obesity is con- 
tinuing to climb."

If presentation counts for 
anything, the fruit cup at one 
of New York's fanciest restau- 
rants was a stunner. 

There was nothing on the 
menu that indicated it was 
anything more than fruit in'a 
dish, but it sounded like a 
good way to wind up a meal ■ 
that had more than its share 
of butter and cream.
